W ASHINGTON UP*— Dem ocrats 
in Congress greeted President His 
enhower's 1955 legislative program 
today as a chip off the old New 
Deal. 
Southern conservatives im 
m ediately asked how much would 
it cost. 
This was the common them e of 
the majority party’s reaction to Mr 
E isenhow er’s State of the Union 
m essage Thursday. 
Members of the Republican min 
ority applauded with varying de­ 
grees of politeness and enthusiasm , 
although som e of the GOF conserv 
•liv e privately belittled several of 
the President's dom estic proposals 
W hether the Eisenhower admin 
istration had embraced Democratic 
programs or developed its own. the 
outlook appeared good for getting 
I congressional blessing on a sub­ 
stantial part of the President's re 
quests. 
Senate Dem ocratic Leader Lvn 
don B Johnson (T oxi 3nd House 
Speaker Sam Rayburn indicated ap 
prova! of som e of the program and 
promised Careful consideration of 
the requests 
Predicts Bipartisan Aid

WASHINGTON O b — President 
Eisenhow er may surprise Congress 
next month with a brand new plan 
for helping states m eet the urgent 
need for new schools, inform ed 
sources said today. 
The plan m inim izes the outright 
appropriation of federal m oney, but 
as in other state aid programs ad 
vanted by the President, will pro 
post* the use of governm ent guar 
anteed loans. 
Mr 
E isenhow er, in one c f the 
few surprise features of his State 
of the Union m essage, said Thurs 
day he will send a special m essage 
to the Capitol on Feb. 15 recom 
m ending “positive, affirm ative ac j 
lio n ” to deal with an estim ated 
shortage of 370,000 high school and 
grade school classroom s. 
This was a w ell received portion; 
of the m essage. 
Two Dem ocratic 
senators. Earle C. C lem ents (K y ),| 
the Democratic assistant floor lead­ 
er. and Lister Hill (A la ), chairm an j 
of the Labor and Education com ­ 
m ittee. introduced bills to provide 
federal aid for school construction 
Sim ilar bills had been introduced 
W ednesday in the House 
Hill s aid bill quickly won the 
support of 22 other sponsors 
It 
would authorize a two-year em cr 
gency program to provide 500 mil 
lion annually on a m atching basis 
to help the state build elem entary 
and high schools Hill said he would 
also reintroduce legislation to ear 
mark 
revenues for the so-called 
Tidelands for aid to education. 
It was learned, however, that o f­ 
ficials from the O ffice of Education 
have been briefing congressional 
leaders on plans to keep the gov­ 
ernm ent grants for aid to educa 
tion to a m inim um and thus pre 
serve state control of educational 
facilities. 
State control is one of i 
the requirem ents which Mrs. Oveta 
Colp Hobby, secretary of health. I 
education, and w elfare, has laid 
down for any aid to education p ro -, 
gram.

S heppard now in jail for 
the July 4 m u rd er of his wife, was 
found dead today in the home of 
an o th er of her sons. 
Police said she com m itted suicide 
by .shooting herself. 
They said she 
left a suicide note whose contents 
were not disclosed. 
She was found at the home of 
Dr .Stephen A Sheppard, Dr Sam s 
brother 
The suicide note was in posses­ 
sion of the Rocky River police de­ 
partm ent A lthough contents of the 
note w ere not released, it was re ­ 
ported she said. 
“ I can't take it 
any m ore ” 
T he home w here she took her 
life is located in Rocky River, a 
Cleveland su bu rb adjacent to Bay 
Village, w here on July 4 Dr Sam 
bludgeoned his wife to death 
Mrs S heppard suffered a stroke 
last fall, and had been hospitalized 
periodically since that time. 
Be­ 
cause of her condition, she never 
attend ed any sessions of the 10- 
week trial of her son, w ha was 
convicted Dec 21 of second degre*' 
m u rd e r for the slaying. 
Mrs S heppard s only appearance 
in connection with the case occur­ 
red Ju ly 23. w here she testified at 
a c o ro n e r’s inquest into the death 
At th at inquest she said she did 
not believe h er son com m itted the 
crime, but she said she knew Dr 
Sam and his pregnant wife. M ari­ 
lyn. had on occa.Mons discussed di­ 
vorce.

Dr. Dorris, one of nine so hon­ 
ored at the convocation, was born 
in Harrisburg, and received his 
Bachelor of Arts degree from Illi­ 
nois college in 1911, his Master of 
Arts degree from the University, 
of Wisconsin in 1918, and his Doc­ 
tor of Philosophy degree from the 
University of Illinois in 1926 with 
further graduate work in 1935-36 j 
at the University of Kentucky. He 
participated in various fields as 
an undergraduate and continued 
his diverse activities in later life, I 
both as a scholar and a civic lead-! 
cr. 
Former teacher, principal, and

.schools and former college teacher 
in Illinois and North Dakota, he 
has since 1926 been professor of 
history and social science at East­ 
ern State college, Richmond, Ky. 
Dr. Dorris was cited for his “long 
and sincere interest in education” 
and for his “making history come 
alive for others.” 
He is a past president of the 
Kentucky Academy of Social Sci­ 
ence, and the Pioneer National J 
Monument association. 
As in his­ 
torian he has been a member of 
several public commissions design­ 
ed to preserve and publicize the 
memories of the past and has taken 
a distinguished part in this work 
As founder and vice president of 
the Daniel Boone Bicentennial com­ 
mission, he was a moving spirit in 
the celebration staged by the State 
of Kentucky in 1935. He is a mem­ 
ber of the George Rogers Clarke 
Memorial commission, has written 
articles for the Mississippi Valley 
Historical association and Illinois 
and Kentucky historical journals. 
He edited the history of Eastern 
Kentucky State Teachers college. 
Dr. Dorris has also collected and 
preserved documents and manu­ 
scripts valuable to an underhand 
ing of the history of the area in 
which he lives. 
Dining the past 
winter he has been building an 
historical museum on his college 
campus, where he has spent 25 
years collecting rare books and 
both original and photographic cop­ 
ies of famous documents and manu­ 
scripts. 
The crowning work of his career 
was the volume entitled “Pardon 
and Amnesty under Lincoln and 
Johnston,” an exhaustive study of 
the legal problems created by the 
Civil War, which to a degree plague 
us to this day.

The Big Ten proposes that 
one 
home gam e and one road game 
be televised within stipulated re ­

Millions ol Orthodox Christians 
Celebrate Christmas Behind Iron Curtain 
LONDON (IPI — Millions of the 
world s Christians on both sides 
of the 
Iron Curtain 
celebrated 
Christmas today. 
Members of the Eastern Ortho­ 
dox Church, mostly in the Mid­ 
dle East, the Balkans and Asia. 
marked the birth of Christ today 
because they follow a calendar 13 
days behind that used in the West. 
At Jerusalem, hundreds of Chris­ 
tian Arabs crossed from Israel to 
Jordan to pay homage at Bethle­ 
hem’s shrines. Jordanian authori- 
ties turned bac* a few, including 
a group of Russians, but gave no 
reason. 
In Moscow wtiere midnight Mass 
was said at Yelokhavskya Cathe­ 
dral the crowds overflowed the an­ 
cient church and

Correspondent 
Kenneth 
Brodney 
cabled that the ceremony “ made 
it seem that 36 years of revolution 
and Communism never existed ’’ 
In Belgrade, Yugoslavs of the 
Orthodox faith scattered sparks 
of good luck from flaming oak 
branches throughout their homes-— 
a custom as dear to the East as 
is the Christmas tree in the West. 
Diplomats Attend 
Alexei, white-bearded patriarch 
of Russian Orthodox Christians, 
celebrated the midnight Mass at 
Yelokhovskaya Cathedral, largest 
of the Moscow churches still func­ 
tioning. 
He was resplendent in a golden 
dome shaped crown and robes of 
gold as he led the worship with 
many Western diplomats in atten­ 
dance. They included U. S. Ambas­ 
sador and Mrs. Charles E. Bohlen, 


Louis Joxe of France, Rolf Sohl- 
man of Sweden. John Watkins of 
Canada and Norbert Bischoff of 
Austria. 
There was no hint of the Com­ 
munists’ 
anti-religious campaign 
in the solemn services. Deep Rus­ 
sian basses in the congregation 
joined the sopranas of the choir 
and women wearing black ker­ 
chiefs on their heads tended votive 
candles under the ancient icons.
